IF FORESTS GO, 
EVERY GROWING 
' THING SUFFERS 


Ithaca, N.Y., August 23.—Wholesale 
destruction of forests has changed 
diet of animals, harmed the fish in 
lakes and streams, and threatened 
generally the delicate balance — be- 
tween the mee ch plants, animals and 
man, said E, N. Munns, of Washing- 
ton, B.C., ite the International 
Plant Congress, 

All growing things, Mr. Munns as- 
serted, suffer by the cutting of trees. 
The disappearance of  nut-bearing 
trees forces animals to change thelr 
diet to seeds and buds. The wiping 
out of large timber stands raises the 
temperature of the water in lakes and 
streams, resulting, he added, in harm 
to fish which require stable tempera- 
ture for egg hatching.

NOXIOUS WEEDS ARE 
A NATIONAL PROBLEM 


Travelling through Canada in mid- 
summer one is struck by the preval- 
ence and diversity of weeds. Whole 
districts, certainly fields, can be des- 
cribed as white, blue, yellow or green. 
—the green too often unfortunately, 
of couch grass rather than of clean, 
vigorously growing crops. The oc- 
currence, here and there, of excep- 
tions to the rule, simply demonstrates 
the possibility of better things. 

Losses to farmers and to Canada, 
totalling many millions of dollars an- 
nually, are represented by this riot 
of color. Any means however par- 
tial, of reducing such waste, must 
therefore command respect. 

Much of eastern Canada is fit only 
for a forest crop. Fire and axe have 
exposed to the incursion of weeds, 
millions of acres that can only be a 
menace to adjoining lands until re- 
stored, by governmental or municpal 
action largely, to its proper use. 

In large additional areas the farm- 
ing can only be described as very low 
presure cropping indeed. The land 
lies in hay or pasture chiefly, and in 
a year or two from the plow, pro- 
duces herbage marketable as hay. Un- 
til brought under a more intensive 
agriculture, or correct permanent pas- 
ture management, returns from such 
farms will’be meagre. 

In more advanced farming districts 
there is a’ noticeable decrease of such 
conspicuous, but readily (under culti- 
vation) suppressed weeds as_butter- 
cup, oxeye daisy and the hawkweeds. 
In their place, according to locality, 
appear various mustards, thistles and 
others. Certain weeds are more or 
less indicative of over-reliance on 
grain crops, others prevail in clover 
seed growing districts, fruit or truck- 
ing lands, etc. Perennial sow thistle 


invades the richer soils, especially 
if poorly drained; Russian thistle 
the lighter regions; sheep sorrel 


those in need of liming. Everywhere 
some weed is ready to seize an op- 
portunity. Man’s only hope now, of 
comparative freedom from weeds is 
to occupy every inch with adapted 
crops, well planted and carefully hus- 
banded according to sound principles 
of. tillage and plant growth. Only so 
can he possibly forestall nature’s con- 
stant effort to replace lost vegetation 
—of forest, east and west, and prairie 
in the vast interior of Canada.

TALKS ON KIWANIS

Ottawa, August. 21.—The forty thou- 
sand harvesters who will be in the 
wheat fields of the west on Septem- 
ber 14, will not be permitted to.vote 
in the elections unless they go home 
or else are working in their own elec- 
toral division.

as wild horses are not even Mlistangs, 
they are strays from the ranches aid 
oceasionally bear the mark of the 
branding iron, but have long heen 
free from control; and, when they 
are rounded up, those which ean, will 
be returned to owners, and the best 
of the others will be sold at auction, 
but the great number of “sernbs” 
will be slaughtered to provide food 
for Europe and Japan. 

In this is provision for hippophagy 
on a grand scale, hippophagy being 
simply an encyclopoedic name for the 
Greek for the eating of horse flesh, 
In some parts of the earth, horse meat 
has long been an accepted food 
indicated by those markets of Varis 
which announce their offerings by a 
sign of a horse’s head above the en 
trance. The disappearance of the 
wild horse from this continent will 
temporarily crowd the refrigerators 
of the horsemeat markets of the world. 
After that horsemeat will be inere of 
a rarity, It is likely to raise in price 
and thereby lose its popularity, for 
the favor which it has had has been 
largely due to cheapness. 

The rounding up of the wild horse 
1s undertaken not as a profitable en- 
terprise, but a natural accompani- 
ment of a change which has fenced 
into the country and ended the open 
More and more the wit) horse 
is becoming an invader of privately 
owned farm lands and he is not want- 
ed.

There is no reason to fear an in- 
yasion of the west by the combined 
eastern nations, said Sir Frederick 
Whyte, former president of the In- 
dian legislative assembly and an au- 
thority on oriental political and econ- 
omic affairs, in a recent speech.

ALBERTAN INVENTION, 
SHOWS GOOD RESULTS 


The development of a mechanical 
stooking device, which has been the 
goal of inventors for years, has ap- 
parently taken a long stride forward 
with the work of Nick and John Boy- 
chuk, of Shandro, whose invention 
was demonstrated to a number of 
farmers, business men, representa- 
tives of the provincial department of 
agriculture, the university and of 
prominent machinery .companies, on 
the Datzoff farm, south of Edmonton, 
on Tuesday afternoon. 

The machine, which in its field trial 
surprised the gathering of onlookers 
by the quality of its work, appears to 
have a number of features which mark 
it as superior to any of the similar 
devices which have appeared during 
the past few years, 

Attached to the binder by a uni- 


} versal hitch which allows for inequal- 


ities in the ground, the stooker catches 
as they drop from the 


| kickers and by means of a series of 


revolving arms and a canvas elevator 
they are carried back to their posi- 
tion between movable guide walls on 
a slatted table. 

When the proper number of sheaves 
have been packed into position, this 
platform automatically drops and the 
guide walls carry the stook with a 
downward and backward movement 
to its position on the ground, thus 
overcoming the forward momentum of 
the machine and leaving the stook 
standing upright. 

It is claimed for the machine that 
its attachment to the right side of 
the binder offsets the side-draft of 
the binder table, and as the device in 
its present form weighs between 600 
and 700 pounds, it adds very little to 
the actual draft on the horses. The 
machine is said to work equally well 
in all kinds of grain; from six to ten 
sheaves can be placed in a stook, ac- 
cording to their size, and the bundles 
are subject to less rough handling and 
shelling of grain than is often the 
case with hand stooking. 

Boychuk Brothers have been engag- 
ed in perfecting their invention for 
the past five years. The idea was 
conceived and the first model of the 
device made on the farm at Shandro, 
and as,subsequent improvements have 
appeared necessary, work has been 
carried on in a machine shop in the 
city. 

Representatives of various farm ma- 
chinery companies who witnessed the 
test of the stooker on Tuesday, ex- 
pressed satisfaction with the type of 
work done in the field and the state- 
ment is made by those handling the 
device locally that negotiations are 
under way to have one of the large 
eastern firms take over the manufac- 


chine. Following this, it is expected 
that the machine will be placed on 
the market, If in its perfected form

| WHY AN ELECTION NOW? 


Editor, Wetaskiwin Times: 

| Dear Sir—The first question to con- 
| front the intelligent electorate in: this 
campaign is, Why do we have an elec- 
fe at this time? It is not a year 
| since the last election. According to 
constitutional practice the last Parlia- 
; ment could have continued for five 
| years. It did not, however, succeed 
in carrying on one session. Why? 

' The answer is that the two-party 
system failed to function. The com- 
petitive struggle for office, between 
| the Grits and Torics, ended in a dead- 
lock, so far as the ability of Parlia- 
iment to do business was concerned. 
So anxious was each party for office 
i that all legislation and public busi- 
ness was forgotten or suspended while 
the parties fought each other for con- 
| trol. 

The U.F.A. has little interest in the 
i actual squabble of the parties, The 
last session of parliament but served 
to prove to the hilt ow case against 
the party system. Our charge against 
the party system in 1921 was: 

» (a) That the party system which 
exists by conflict cannot function in 
a civilization composed of industrial 
units which can only exist by co- 
operating with one another. his el- 
ection proves the truth of this, for 
while the last session of parliament 
was the most spectacular display of 
political warfare ever witnessed = in 
this country it was absolutely barren 
of results, Alberta wanted her na- 
tural resources, but the parties could 
not stop fighting long enough to pro- 
duce them. The farmers’ wanted ru- 
ral credits, but this measure was 
swamped in the furies of party strife. 
So also were all the legislative mea- 
sures of the session. While the two 
parties struggle for power, the U.F.A. 
does not desire either of them to have 
power. The party system is in the 
control of one class and no one class 
is capable, nor has it the right to 
have power, 

(b) Our second charge against the 
party system was that it - was undem- 
ocratic. Its policies are directed by 
unseen hands and the system is main- 
tained by making every member the 
bond-slave of that policy. 

(c) Again we charged that -the 
party system had become corrupt and 
that it corrupted public life; and that 
for these reargas it was inefficient 
and‘ would have to be superseded by 
a better political system. These 
charges the U.IF.A. made in 1921, 

Surely the last session has proved 
that they are well founded. The ex- 
posed corruption of the party system 
during the last session has shocked 
and disgusted the Dominion. Two 
hundred and forty-five members en- 
meshed in party entanglements 
wrangled for months and did nothing 
—this surely cannot be said to be 
efficient; and since a Prime Minister 
can dismiss parliament summarily 
and thus send the representatives 
back for another election, not permitt- 
ing them to do that which they had 
been elected to do a few months pre- 
viously, the system is far from being 
democratic. Thus the U.F.A. reasons 
for having entered the political field 
are greatly strengthened by the facts

FEDERAL ELECTION, 1926 


The So-called Constitutional 


Question 


There is no Constitutional Question in this Election, but an 


attempt has been made by Mr. Mackenzie King to raise such an 
issue to divert the attention of the electorate from the Customs 
Scandal. Every step taken by Mr. Meighen in connection with 


the formation of his Government and the dissolution of Parlia- 
ment was taken on tlie advice of the experienced Law Officers 


of the Crown. 


The following is a letter written by Mr. Lemaire, Clerk of 


the Privy Council, to the Prime Minister at the time when Myr. 
Meighen formed his Government: 


“Dear Mr. Meighen: 


Replying to your enquiry on the. subject of oaths taken by 
ministers and acting ministers, 1 beg to inform you that upon 
a member of the privy council being called to take a portfolio 
and preside over a certain department, he is required to take 
the oath of office. The wording of this oath, a copy of which 
is attached, is not prescribed by any statute, ‘uscfar as I have 
been able to discover, but would seem rather to be dependent 
upon custom and usage. 


“Regarding the appointment of acting ministers, this is 
generally done by order-in-council, but it has not been custom- 
ary for an acting minister to subscribe to any oath and no act- 
ing minister in the past twenty-five years has been asked to 
(lo so. 


“Ministers without portfolio have in several instances 
been called upon to temporarily preside over departments as 
acting ministers, but in no case, in at least the period of time 
mentioned above, was an oath administered to them. 

“Such was the opinion I gave you two days ago, after con- 
sulting with Mr. Kezar, the assistant clerk of the privy council, 
who hag had an experience of over thirty-five years in this 
office. 


“During the last administration three ministers without 
portfolio were at different times appointed as acting ministers, 
namely the Hon. KE. M. McDonald, acting minister of national 
defence, appointed 28th April, 1923, the Hon. R. Dandurand, 
appointed acting minister of justice, 27th of August, 1923; no 
oath was administered. The Hon. H. B. McGiverin, appointed 
acting secretary -of state, 26th November,-1924. No oath was 
administered save that of a privy councillor. Mr. McDonald 
was appointed minister of national defence on the 17th of 
August, 1923, and was sworn in as such on the 18th of the 
same month, but was never sworn in as acting minister; nor 
was either Senator Dandurand or Mr. McGiverin. In the case 
of Mr. McDonald, he was appointed as acting minister of na- 
tional defence when that position was vacant, the former 
minister, the Hon. George P. Graham, having resigned as such 
and appointed minister of railways and canals. 


“I may also inform you that there have been other cases 
in the past of ministers without portfolio being appointed as 
acting ministers after the resignation of the regular ministers, 
or the post otherwise vacant. 


Yours very sincerely, 
kK. J. LEMAIRE, 
Clerk of the Privy Council.” 


As to the validity of what was done by the Ministers, the 


following is the opinion of W. Stuart Edwards, Deputy Minister 
of Justice: 


| 

“By section 11 of the British North America Act it is pro- 
vided that “There shall be a council to aid and advise in the 
government of Canada, to. be styled the King’s Privy Council 
for Canada, and the persons who are to be members of that 
council shall be from time to time chosen and summoned by 
the Governor General and sworn in as privy councillors, and 
members thereof may be from time to time removed by the 
Governor General. 


“T understand that the prime minister and all the mem- 
bers of the present acting ministry have been at one time or an- 
other chosen and summoned by the Governor General and 
sworn in as privy councillors and have neyer ceased to be 
members of the privy council. In these circumstances I am of 
opinion that upon their being summoned to attend meetings 
of the privy council, no oath other than that already taken is 
required of them. 


“With regard to the question whether a meeting of mem- 
bers of the privy council, summoned upon the advice of the 
prime minister, has power to appoint acting ministers of de- 
partment, I am of opinion that this question should be answer- 
ed in the affirmative. It is a well known principle of consti- 
tutional government in Canada that the Governor General may 
act upon the advice or with the advice and consent of or in 
conjunction with the privy council of Canada or any members 
thereof. I know of no provision which creates any limitation 
upon the exercise of this power in connection with the appoint- 
ment of acting ministers of departments, and I am of the op- 
inion that the orders-in-council appointing acting ministers of 
departments were validly passed and are as effective as_ if 
made upon the recommendation of any committee of council.

Deputy Minister of Justice.” 


It might be added that both Mr. Lemaire and Mr, Edwards 


are appointees ‘of Liberal administration.
